San Rafael was Marin Coun­ 
ty ’s fastest growing city in 1961, 
a year when the county’s growth 
rate slowed slightly from the 
previous two years. 
And, while Novato ran second 
to San Rafael, the greater No­ 
vato area outpaced all others as 
it increased its population by 
7.7 per cent. 


Undersea 
Floating 
Lab Ready

These facts are brought out 
by the Marin County Develop­ 
ment Assn.’s annual survey of 
Marin population trends, just re­ 
leased. 
The report estimates that Ma­ 
rin added 7.332 persons, bringing 
its population to 185.073 as of 
Jan. 1. 
This was a gain of 4.1 per 
cent, lower than the 1962 rate 
of 5.2 or 1963’s 5.1.

The good ship Perspicacity is 
ready to set sail from the Tib- 
uron 
peninsula 
in 
a 
pioneer 
quest beneath the sea. 
She will be loaded with sci 
entists who will use a floating 
laboratory, underwater televi 
cion rig, corers and samplers to 
search the ocean floor for min 
erali. 
The scientists are from the 
Marin Mineral Technology Cen­ 
ter at what still is known as the 
Net Depot on Paradise Drive 
near Tiburon. Their aim is not 
so much to hunt minerals as to 
perfect underwater exploration 
and mining techniques in the 
first serious, long-range United 
States program of its kind. 
Today’s equipment for explor­ 
ing beneath water is ingenious 
but crudely devised. It generally 
is mean to operate on a small 
scale such as the foot-long corer 
which is dropped to the ocean 
bottom on the end of a line and 
pulled up still holding a few 
inches of bottom mud. 
But in the metal shed at the 
net depot is a 14-foot high skele­ 
ton of metal tubing which will 
be hoisted over the side of the 
65-foot, six-inch Perspicacity. In 
a few weeks it will sit on the 
lloor of Drakes Bay and its su­ 
perstructure 
will 
guide 
and 
drive a rotating corer into the 
sand. The instrument was de­ 
signed by engineers and scien­ 
tists at the net depot. (No min-

517. The city’s growth rate was 
6.9 per cent. 
Novato had a 6.1 per cent rate 
of growth, as 1.417 new residents 
brought its total to 24.799. 
Next fastest growth was in 
Larkspur, which increased hv 
369 persons, or 5 per cent, to 
7.739. The county’s other eight 
incorporated cities ranged from 
Corte M adera’s 3.6 per cent to 
Ross’s 1 per cent.

In addition to breaking down 
county growth along city lines,

compiled

other set of figures for the coun­ 
ty’s 33 census tracts, with sub­ 
totals for a dozen general areas. 
Top growth among these areas 
was the increase of 2.246 in five 
census tracts in and around No­ 
vato, which brought the area’s 
population to 31.603. One section 
of this area, made up of Ham­ 
ilton Air Force Base and Rafael 
Village, decreased by 1.5 per 
cent.

MARIN CITY LOSES 
Only area showing a heavy 
loss was Marin City, which lost 
435 residents, leaving its popula­ 
tion at 1.580. This was a drop of 
16 4 per cent, the report shows. 
Another loss recorded was at 
San Quentin Prison, whose fig­ 
ure included inmates, plus those 
employees and families living at 
the prison. Population here fell 
by 31, or .7 of one per cent, to 
4.486

PLE1KU, S o u t h Viet 
Nam (UPI) — Communist 
Viet Cong 
g u e r r i l l a s 
sneaked through the base 
defenses at Holloway Air 
Field to plant explosives 
at the walls of U.S. billets 
where American soldiers were 
sleeping. 
Eight Americans were killed 
and 126 others wounded in yes­ 
terday’s attack. 
Only 44 Vietnamese guards

around the walls of the U.S. 
barracks. 
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ALERT SENTRY 
The infiltrators, about 120 in 
number, were discovered by an 
alert sentry who started shoot­ 
ing, scattering the Viet Cong 
before they could attach many 
of the satchel explosives to the 
billets. 
The toll of lives lost was the 
heaviest the Communists have 
ever taken in a single attack 
during the Vietnamese war. 
Half of the 88 Vietnamese 
guards supposed to protect the 
base were absent from their 
posts when the Reds struck 
simultaneously at parked heli­ 
copters and barracks filled with 
sleeping airmen at 2 a.m. 
Their absence has not been 
explained. 
During the half-hour attack, 
the Communists destroyed or 
damaged more than 25 U.S. air­ 
craft, including heliocpters, ob­ 
servation planes and a trans­ 
port. 
U.S. presidential envoy Mc- 
George Bundy and Lt. Gen. 
Nguyen Khanh, S o u t h Viet 
Nam’s military “ strong man,’’ 
flew here to inspect the damage 
a few hours after the attack.

Abe Woodson, former resident 
of Terra Linda, to the St. Louis 
Cardinals for running back John 
David Crow, in a straight play­ 
er deal. 
Woodson, a kickoff r e t u r n 
specialist, led the N a I i o n a 1 
League three times in that de­ 
partm ent—in 1959, 1962 and 1963. 
He holds the NFL record for 
total yardages in kickoff re­ 
turns, 4,873 yards and was a Pro 
Bowl performer f i v e straight 
seasons prior to 1964. 
Crow had asked the Cardinals 
to trade him, 
complaining he 
didn’t get to play enough last 
season. 
The former Heisman Trophy 
winner at Texas A & M came 
back from a leg injury in 1964

Woodson made the All-NFL 
team in 1959. Crow was an All-

HIT CONVOY 
About eight hours after the 
attack on the airfield, the Com­ 
munists waylaid a supply con­ 
voy on a road just east of here, 
wounding one American Army 
man and eight Vietnamese . 
The Pleiku airfield was at­ 
tacked by about 100 Viet Cong, 
who broke through the Vietna­ 
mese-manned security perime­ 
ter after 
a 
m ortar 
barrage 
and placed dynamite charges 
under parked aircraft. 
At the same time, 30 or 40 
guerrillas cut their way through 
the barbed-wire fence surround­ 
ing the barracks on the north­ 
ern edge of the field. They em- 
placed m ortars to pour fire into

at 
what 
amounted to point blank range. 
The 
Americans launched a 
flare-throwing helicopter within 
seven minutes of the attack, but 
it was not until after dawn that 
helicopters from Pleiku located 
the enemy in the woods about 
six miles northeast of the base. 
The helicopters fired on the 
guerrillas with undetermined ef­ 
fect. A South Vitnamese rang­ 
er battalion was sent to try to 
chase them down. 


Kosygin Demands 


U.S. Withdrawal 


MOSCOW (U PI)—Soviet pre­ 
mier Alexei Kosygin today de­ 
manded the withdrawal of U.S. 
forces and arm s from South 
Viet Nam and “and end to 
armed 
provocations” 
against 
Communist North Viet Nam. 


But Kosygin, as reported by 
Tass, made no mention of his 
earlier pledge of Soviet arms to 
Communist North Viet Nam in 
the event of an American at­ 
tack. That promise was made 
yesterday only a few hours be­ 
fore the U.S. announcement of 
retaliatory air attacks on mili­ 
tary targets inside North Viet 
Nam. 


The Soviet government news­ 
paper, Izvestia. in the first ma­ 
jor Soviet recognition to the air 
raids, branded them “ barbaric” 
and a “gross act of aggression.” 


Earlier, the S o v i e t Com­ 
munist party newspaper Pravda 
had announced the U.S. raids 
as “brazen military provoca­ 
tion.”

heroically in South Viet Nam, 
said today she was “ proud he 
protected” others who might 
have been killed but for him in 
the surprise attack by the Com­ 
munist Viet Cong. 


The Army said Spec. 5 Jesse 
A. Pyle prevented the attack on 
the 
American installation at 
Pleiku, 240 miles north of Sai­ 
gon, from being more disas­ 
trous. 


In halting English. Mrs. Pyle 
said, “ I think it will be difficult 
for me and the children. . .But 


I am proud that he protested so 
many other persons who might 
have been killed in the attack.” 
Pyle, the Army said, opened 
fire on shadows he saw moving 
along the perimeter of the in­ 
stallation. The action forced the 
Communist guerrillas to lay ex­ 
plosive 
charges 
erratically 
along the walls of the fortress, 
they said. 
Eight were killed and more 
than 100 injured in the attack. 
Mrs. Pyle, 31, lives with her, 
three daughters in Marina, near 
Fort Ord. She said her husband 
had been assigned to Viet Nam 
only two months ago. 
Mrs. Pyle had been married 


to Pyle for 12 years. Their chil­ 
dren are Alice, 11, Tariesa, 6, 
and Shirley, 2. 


Mrrs. Pyle said the first word 
she had received of her hus­ 
band’s death came in a tele­ 
gram fom Washington. 
Mrs. Pyle said she and her 
husband met in Taegu, Korea in 
1951. They were later married 
in Seoul, and she was with him 
three years in France before 
thev returned to the States in 
1961. 


Pyle caught the full blast of 
one of the Viet Cong’s grenades 
and died on the way to the 
post infirmary.

Bagley Tries Shotgun Plan 
On Inheritance Appraisers 


San Rafael Assemblyman William T. 
Bagley has been hammering away for 
several years, trying to eliminate po­ 
litically appointed inheritance tax ap­ 
praisers. 
At present, the state controller has 
the power to hand out the 150 inher­ 
itance tax appraiser jobs, considered 
prime political plums, to the loyal back­ 
ers who support the controller in his 
election campaigns. 
California voters will recall that last 
year, during the June primary cam­ 
paign for U.S. Senator. State Control­ 
ler Alan Cranston was accused by 
Pierre Salinger of using his inheritance 
tax appraisers as a built-in political 
machine. 
This year, Assemblyman Bagley, us­ 
ing a shotgun approach, fired a pack­ 
age of seven bills into the legislative 
hopper, each aimed at replacing the 
present patronage system of appoint­ 
ing inheritance tax appraisers. 
Through the package of bills, Bagley 
seeks to cover “every conceivable al­ 
ternative” to the present system of ap­ 
pointing “part-time, over-paid, patron­ 
age-based, and non-professional 
ap­ 
praisers who at present receive thou­ 
sands of dollars for doing simple arith­ 
metic.” 
The San Rafael legislator has fig­ 
ures, confirmed by the state’s legis­ 


lative analyst, showing that the state 
can save three million dollars per year 
by eliminating these political appoint­ 
ments. 
Bagiev’s seven bills cover a variety 
of alternatives. Six of them would 
eliminate political appointments and 
substitute either civil service apprais­ 
ers, self-appraisal under the State Con­ 
troller or under the proposed State De­ 
partment of Revenue, or have county 
assessors assume the task. 
The seventh bill, which calls for par. 
tial self-assessment, is described by the 
author as a “weak compromise but one 
which would take some of the gravy 
away.” 
In 
the 
past, 
Bagley's 
campaign 
against appointive inheritance tax ap­ 
praisers has come to naught. But this 
year, he appears to be gaining increas­ 
ing support. 
We trust that one of his seven meas­ 
ures will hit the mark, and this “last 
vestige of the spoils system” will be 
eliminated. 
Continually 
trying 
to 
find 
new 
sources of revenue to meet mounting 
costs can be a losing proposition. Leg­ 
islators might do well to start at the 
other end, lopping some of the fat off 
the overhead expense. And here is a 
chance to lop off about $3 million per 
year.

More Bills Aim At Trimming 
Appraiser's Appointment Right

Once again, bills are before

legislature 
seeking

creation of a departm ent of 
revenue to take over most of 
the duties of the state board 
of equalization and the fran­ 
chise tax board, which the 
bills would abolish. 
The measures, AB 801 and 
802, 
are

Milton Marks, R-San Fran­ 
cisco, who for the past few 
years has made a study of 
government functions in the 
tax field and is convinced a 
separate department handling 
all phases of state revenue 
■would be a more efficient 
method of collecting taxes. 
The bills involve the con­ 
troversial inheritance tax ap­ 
praiser 
question. 
The 
state 
controller is the appointing 
authority for these state em­ 


ployees. and this is one of the 
few political plums left for 
elective officers other 
than 
the governor. State Controller 
Alan 
Cranston 
during

campaign for nomination to 
the U. S. Senate, was accused 
of using the appraisers for 
political purposes. 


THE CHARGE NEVER was 
negated and the campaign to 
m ake 
the 
appraisers

service employees in the new 
proposed departm ent of rev­ 
enue was strengthened because 
of the issue brought forth dur­ 
ing the campaign. 
The Marks m easures, how­ 
ever, do not go so far. AB 801 
would take away some of the 
work performed by the ap­ 
praisers, put them under the 
supervision of the proposed

would constitute something of 
a peculiar arrangem ent. 
M arks’ proposal for a de­ 
partm ent of revenue, contained 
in AB 802. proposes a director 
at a salary of $24.500 annually. 
He would transfer from the 
State Board of Equalization 
all functions relating to sales 
and use taxes, gas and Diesel 
taxes, truck taxes, cigarette 
taxes, subscription television 
taxes, the functions of the 
franchise tax board relative 
to personal income taxes, and 
bank and corporation taxes. 


IN ADDITION the functions 
of the state controller relative 
to the inheritance, gift, gas, 
trucks and insurance taxes, oil 
and gas conservation and sub­ 
sidence abatement district as­ 
sessments, would be put with­ 
in the new department. 
All of these functions now

The transfer if 
ever achieved, would give the 
appointing authority for the

U.S. Action Urged 
To Cure U.N. Ills 


Editor, Independent-Joumal: 


The United States must take 
a stronger and more definite 
position on the United Nations’ 
financial problem. U Thant, 
with the support of the m ajor­ 
ity of the U.N. members, has 
already made his decision; on

WASHINGTON - A storm 
cloud is beginning to hover 
over 
President 
Lyndon 
B. 
Johnson’s press relations. 
You wouldn’t call it menac­ 
in g -rig h t now it is no bigger 
than a m an’s hand. But the 
way things are going, it could 
easily 
grow 
and 
seriously 
darken the political weather 
In Washington. 


WHAT IS HAPPENING is 
that Mr. Johnson is in the 
process 
of 
destroying 
the 
presidential press conference 
as Washington correspondents 
have known it for 32 years. 
Because there are far more 
im portant things on a presi­ 
dent’s mind than press confer­ 
ences and because the decay 
of the White House press con­ 
ference was covered over by 
a long election campaign, it is 
possible that Mr. Johnson has 
not been acutely aware of 
what it means to have the 
press conference so stultified. 
Its near demise has crept up 
on everybody. 
In the judgment of most 
Washington reporters and in 
the 
opinion 
of 
Presidents 
Roosevelt. Truman, Eisenhow­ 
er and Kennedy, the White 
House press conference is far 
more than a funnel for pre­ 
cooked news. 
Through 
the 
press, 
radio 
and TV it gives the president 
direct, 
visible 
and 
regular 
communication with the peo­ 
ple. 


IT 
PROVIDES 
the 
only 
m eans for face-to-face ques­ 
tioning 
of 
the 
president — 
respectful but informed ques­ 
tioning, candid but courteous 
questioning. 
The 
president 
does not have to answer, but 
he has to listen—and the pub­ 
lic can decide whether he is 
prudent or evasive. 
This may or may not be 
welcome to a president; it is 
helpful to the public. 
The press conference is a 
window on the White House. 
The questioning enables the 
president to get a fuller feel­ 
ing of what is on the mind of 
the people. The public gets a 
better insight into the mind 


and motives of the president. 
I believe that the three-way 
value of the White House press 
conference was well demon­ 
strated by Presidents Roose­ 
velt, Trum an, Eisenhower and 
Kennedy, and that President 
Johnson will be making a mis­ 
take by neglecting it. 
He is suffocating it by re­ 
moving its needed ingredients: 
Reasonable regularity; 
suffi­ 
cient notice so that a wide 
cross-section of reporters, in­ 
cluding 
specialists, 
can 
be 
present; a place big enough to 
allow full attendance by all 
media, and a willingness to 
accept probing, even critical 
questions, 
aware 
that 
the 
president is always in com­ 
mand of the press conference 
—and can have the last word. 


PRESIDENT JO H N SO N S 
press conferences have usual­ 
ly been marked by the absence 
of most or all of these ingredi­ 
ents. He has not had an Eisen­ 
hower or Kennedy type of 
wide-open press conference in 
more than six months. Usually 
they are summoned with no 
more than 30 minutes to an 
hour 
advance 
notice. 
This 
m eans a cozy, little tete-a-tete 
which gives the president his 
own forum for saying what he 
wishes, providing little oppor­ 
tunity for serious questioning. 
If the only reason to pre­ 
serve 
the 
traditional White 
House press conference is its 
value to the press, then no­ 
body but reporters will care— 
or raise a voice. 
But if the full-bodied press 
conference is of value to the 
public and a useful instrument 
of presidential leadership, as 
I believe it is. then it ought not 
to be lightly thrown away. 
Mr. Johnson has the capacity 
to use it for the benefit of the 
public—and himself. He comes 
over well and, in encounters 
with 
sharp 
questioners 
he 
comes off well. 


NO DOUBT, it is an effort, 
a strain, a burden on top of 
other burdens, sometimes an 
annoyance, to a president—but 
worth it.

WASHINGTON—There is a 
direction connection between 
those two sudden announce­ 
ments in Washington and Mos­ 
cow—in the former, President 
Lyndon B. Johnson’s statement 
that he “ hopes to visit Russia 
this year” and in the latter 
that Prem ier Alexei Kosygin 
is stopping off in Peking en 
route to North Viet Nam.

Johnson’s surprise declaration. 


BEHIND 
THE 
president’s 
publicly avowed desire to ex­ 
change visits with the Russian 
leaders are 
two 
immediate 
objectives: 
To reaffirm his privately 
conveyed willingness to come 
to term s on the protracted 
war in South Viet Nam.

FOR SOME WEEKS Presi­ 
dent Johnson has been hinting 
to White House callers that he

The U.S. is proposing that 
the new Kremlin ruler come 
to this country in May, and the 
president return the visit in 
August or September.

THAT IS, THEY have gone 
so far as to indicate Kosygin’s 
willingness to fly to Washing­ 
ton in the spring. But on a 
possible date they are saying 
nothing; neither accepting nor 
rejecting the May proposal. 
What is behind this indefi­ 
niteness is conjectural. 
Despite this obviously de­ 
liberate vagueness, adminis­ 
tration authorities are viewing 
as encouraging Pravda’s arti­ 
cle early this week generally 
endorsing the president’s State 
of the Union message and its 
suggested exchange of visits 
by U.S. and Soviet leaders. 


PRAVDA DECLARED Rus­ 
sia has “ invariably been for 
contacts with other states for 
the solution of important in­ 
ternational problems. . . .

At a strategy meeting with 
Democratic congressional lead­ 
ers, the president explained he 
was vigorously pressing them 
to speed up the enactment of 
his wide-ranging “ great soci- 
ety” legislative program by 
Aug. 1 because he contem­ 
plates doing “ a lot of foreign 
traveling the last half of this 
year.”

he said, “ I also confidently 
expect to make a trip to Rus­ 
sia. It looks very promising 
for Prem ier Kosygin to come 
here in the spring.

MEANWHILE, in war-torn 
South Viet Nam, the Commu­ 
nist Viet Cong are stepping up 
their fighting with a new Rus­ 
sian weapon — a late model 
powerful flame-thrower. 
In a recent unannounced en­ 
counter, the Viet Cong employ­ 
ed this Soviet weapon to rout 
a larger Vietnamese force and 
to damage a low-flying U. S. 
helicopter. This was the first 
reported use of the new-type 
Russian flame-thrower, but it

Opening lead — 


Suppose you are West. You 
lead the queen of hearts, and 
your partner plays the nine. 
South holds off, and you con­ 
tinue with the jack of hearts. 
REFUSES TRICK 
Declarer discards a c l u b 
from dummy and refuses the 
trick once more. You then lead 
the ten of hearts and South wins 
with the ace, discarding another 
club from dummy. 
South leads a diamond to 
dummy’s jack, and you realize 
that declarer has four top dia­ 
monds. He takes the rest of his 
diamonds, and you must find 
two discards^ What do you 
throw? 
If you would throw away two 
of your spades in actual play, 
never admit it. 
FOUR SPADES 
You need all four spades to 
stop the game. If you discard 
a spade, declarer takes his three 
top spades and dummy’s eight 
of spades is good for declarer’s 
ninth trick. 
You should surely discard a 
club from the West hand on the 
third diamond. You must play 
your partner for a high club and 
some spade help, for if South has 
the ace king of clubs or the ace 
of clubs and the queen of spades 
he will have nine tricks in top 
cards. 
DIAMOND HEADACHE 
Your discard on the fourth dia­ 
mond is a headache. You can­ 
not be quite sure of the r i g h t 
play, but in the long run it pays 
to save all of your spades and 
throw almost anything else. 
In a surprising number of 
hands your first duty as a de­ 
fender is to save a stopper in de­ 
clarer’s or dummy’s long suit. 
If this forces you to unguard 
a side king or queen, partner 
will usually stop that suit. 
DAILY QUESTION 
Partner opens the bidding with 


one heart, and the next player 
passes. 
You hold: 
4 9 7 6 4 
¥ Q J 10 5 
♦ 10 4 
4 Q 6 5 
What do you say? 
Answer: Bid two hearts. 
This is a ghastly hand, but the 
heart support is good, and noth­ 
ing outlandish can happen when 
you have a strong trump suit.

rrals are expected to be found 
at Drake's Bay, scientists say, 
but its compacted sands are 
sim ilar to those in other parts 
of the world which do hide min- 
t*rals.)

Girl Writes

“ Harmony is an interesting 
place. It and Carthage are two 
towns next to each other and all 
who consider themselves Negro 
live in Harmony. 
“ All who consider themselves 
white, even if light-skinned Ne­ 
gro, live in Carthage. Harmony 
community was deliberately set 
up for this purpose and down 
here the white people don’t want 
to and can’t be reached.’’ 
This is an excerpt from a let­ 
ter from Patricia Hansen, 19, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Ken­ 
neth Hansen of 205 West Street, 
Sausalito, who is in Mississippi 
as a civil rights worker. 
FED ERA L PROGRAMS 
She left in January and will be 
working in Jackson for awhile, 
she explained, on federal pro­ 
grams including soil conserva­ 
tion, federal housing authority 
loans, cotton crop allotments 
and welfare. 
Miss Hansen, in her letter to 
Marin Friends of Student Non- 
Violent Cordinating Committee, 
included a poem by a 12-year 
old g i r l at Harmony freedom 
school: 
“ I am Mississippi fed. I am 
Mississippi bred, nothing but a 
poor black boy. I am a Missis­ 
sippi slave, I shall be buried in 
a Mississippi grave, nothing but 
a poor, dead boy.” 
NOT EXPECTED 
“ Mississippi,” said Miss Han­ 
sen, “ is not really what I ex­ 
pected but in some ways worse: 
Hate stares from all the white 
people — alarming contrasts be­ 
tween white houses and grinding 
poverty — extremely tense feel­ 
ing all the t i me — watching 
carefully while driving — com­ 
pletely separated feeling in re­ 
lation to all white people. But no 
signs, no active terrorism.” 
She said there is real need 
for more qualified teachers. “ It 
takes a couple of months for 
the local people to learn that 
they can trust you and believe 
in you. Those who are antag­ 
onistic want to know why we 
haven’t stayed home and cleaned 
up ‘the mess in the North ’ ”

A policy to control the density 
of hillside housing developments 
in San Rafael will get its first 
official going-over by the city 
planning c o m m issio n at 7:30 
p.m. tomorrow. 
Prepared by c i t y planning 
director George H. Rodgers, the 
policy would require that as lots 
get steeper they must include 
bigger areas and have wider 
frontages. It a l s o contains a 
proposal for “ cluster” housing 
developments. 
The question of architectural 
approval for an auditorium at 
St. Sylvester’s Church at 1115 
Point San Pedro Road will again 
be considered by the commis­ 
sion. Commissioners split 3-3 on 
the auditorium at t h e i r last 
meeting. Those opposed wanted 
a 30-foot strip of land dedicated 
to the city for street widening 
before they granted approval. 
A tentative map for a 148-lot 
subdivision by M a r i n M aster 
Builders called Twelveoak Hill 
Unit Five will come before the 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors is scheduled to con­ 
tinue its review of the proposed 
county five-year, 20-million-dol- 
lar capital improvements pro­ 
gram at its meeting tomorrow. 
Supervisors convene at 9 a.m., 
but the capital improvements 
program is not scheduled to be 
discussed until 3 p.m. 
The board also is scheduled 
to receive a recommendation 
from a three-man committee, 
consisting of two judges and an 
attorney, on the appointment 
of a public defender. 
Public Defender Peter Allen 
Smith is slated to become a 
Municipal Court judge tomor­ 
row, creating the vacancy. The 
com m ittee’s recommendation is 
scheduled to be submitted to the 
board at 10 a.m. 
Supervisors also are slated 
to discuss at 10:45 a.m. the 
county’s policy on branch library 
service, particularly the serv­ 
ice to Novato.
